Juet to the extent that credit is given 
their pretensions to expert knowledge is 
their ability to harm the natural inter- 
ests of an agricultural region. News- 
papers which respectfully give fcpace to 
their imposing technical jargon inflict an 
injury upon propeity for nhieh there 
ought to be a legal remedy. Men of 
standing in the scientific wurld are no 
more apt to wander around the country 
peddling "remedies" for vegetable pests 
than regular physicians are to mount a 
box on the street and attract patients bv 
means of a banjo and a false nose.

Any business to prove successful must

The man who 
tries to farm and hold oflirfi ;tt the same 
time can be count 1:1! upon to make a 
failure of either one or the other—and 
generally both. Mechanics who assume 
the role of manufacturers and seek lo 
enjoy the wages of the laborer and the 
"n^onie nl the capitalist seldom attain 
either. Printers who utart co-operative 
newspapers are stranded sooner or later 
upon the same shoals of adversity, and 
the granger who sought to play pro- 
ducer, dealer and consumer could not 
hope to succeed any better, if he did 
we can only pity him for his stupidity.

The Formers' Outlook. 


At tho Grangers' convention State Lec- 


turer Blown, of Peiinsylvaiiia, said that 


affairs of tho farmers had been going 


frum bad lo worse for twenty years. 
Prices for their products hare declined 
steadily. Farming, which in this coun- 
try ought to pay well, had become one 
of tho most precarious of occupations. 
At present agriculture pays less wages 
and less profit on the money invested 
lhan any other vocation. 


Tho lecturer might also have men- 


tioned that the price of farming lands in 
tunny of the older sections had steadily 
gone down. In fionio parts of this coun- 
try comparatively good improved lands 
havo sunk in price, till they npproiimate 
tho original government price, §1.213 no 
acre, 


Another fact is equally plain: Al- 


though, according to Lecturer Brown, 
Iho prices of farming commodities have 
steadily declined, yet tho consumer of 
',liuso commodities gets little or no bene- 
fit from the lowered prict-3. There- is a 
problem worth prof omul study here, 


Lecturer Brown blames tho trusts and 


monopolies largely for the bad situation 
of thu farmers. 
IJo s:iys: "We are tho 


victims; of atrocious discrimination by 
the great corporations which control our 
transportation, our telegraphic, telepho- 
nic und cypress business." 


Well, why do not tho farmers form a 


trust, too? They aro now organized into 
tho Granger society. It lias been sug- 
gef ted that, instead of going to tho com- 
mission merchant, the dreadful "mid- 
dleman" of the agriculturist, and asking 
him meekly what he will givo for wheat 
I hia year, the farmers al! over tho coun- 
try unite, present a solid front to their 
enemies, whether tho railroad or tho 
middleman, and say: " Hero is our 
wheat You can havo it at such a price 
or it lies in our barns," The farmer 
would havo ono advantage, at least, in 
such a cose. Ho would bavo something 
to cat. Tho rust would not.
